We did well at the LAST (more about that below) Whitman Philly show. We 
are now posting Part 1 of our Philly new purchases. 

Our newps include a nice 1822 dime in PCGS G-6, an 1827/7 JR-1 dime in 
PCGS VF-35, the rare 1859-S dime in PCGS XF-40, several quarters 
including an 1848 with a 90 degree rotated reverse (the first one I am aware 
of), an 1852/1852 in NGC MS-63, an 1883 in PCGS MS-65, a fabulously 
gorgeous 1887 in PCGS PR-64 CAC with spectacular toning (there is some 
glare on the picture resulting from lighting, but I think you will get the 
idea): 



We also acquired a nice rare 1822/1 half, the rare 0-102 variety, in PCGS 
AU-50, a nice 1830 Large Letters half in VG-10, an 1851 half in NGC AU-55, 
an 1852 half in AU-53, an 1842 Seated dollar in PCGS XF-45 which is All in 
my book, a group of circulated 3c nickels from 1878 to 1882 plus 1886 and 
1887, and a 1976-D Doubled Die Obverse quarter in PCGS AU-55.
